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11. Applicant argues that the HLB of Applicant Is not taught by Tsai or Mor. It should be noted that the HLB ratio is directly related to the 
amount of repeating carbons of the hydrophilic portion or Applicant's "x" parameter. The Examiner submits that although Tsai teaches 
that the desired range of HLB is between 10-40, Tsai does provide motivation to optimize the HLB (or Applicant's V parameter). Tsai 
teaches that if the HLB is too low. the wetting agent will generally not provide the desired improvement in hydrophilicity. Conversely, if 
the HLB ratio value is too high, the agent will generally not blend into the polymer blend. If the claimed ranges have unexpected results, 
the burden Is upon the Applicant to demonstrate that the claimed ranges are not a matter of simple optimization. The Examiner highly 
suggests to the Applicant to submit a 37 CFR 1.132 Declaration to establish unexpected results. In the Declaration, the Applicant should 
compare a sufficient number of tests both inside and outside the claimed range to show the criticality of the claimed range. In re Hill. 284 
F.2d 955, 128 USPQ 197 (CCPA 1960) and must compare the claimed subject matter with the closest prior art to be effective to rebut a 
prima facie case of obviousness 
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
